THE NET SYSTEM. 


At the close of this year—one of the most 
eventful to the publisher and bookseller in 
many years—the trade may congratulate itself 
upon the happy issue, as a total result, when 
pros and cons are summed up, of the net price 
system. The result, we take pleasure in 
recording, has been due quite as much to the 
willingness of the public to co-operate as to 
the individual effort of the bookseller and 
the vigilance and efficient work of the direc- 
tors of the two official booktrade associations. 

A very large proportion of the trade in 
books, for the first time in almost a quarter 
of a century, has since the summer been done 
upon a uniform basis of price to the satisfac- 
tion of nearly all concerned. The breaks were 
much less frequent than was expected and ob- 
stinate in but one case. In a number of cases, 
even, the breaks were not due to malicious in- 
tention, but were made inadvertently, often 
by a subordinate, and were corrected by the 
one in authority as soon as attention was di- 
rected to them. A recent tour through the 
North and West has given convincing proof 
that the movement has the heartiest support 
and best wishes of those concerned in selling 
and buying books. 

Those engaged in publishing books have, on 
the whole, good reason to be pleased with the 
result of their initiative. Though a tempor- 
ary loss of orders has confronted a number of 
the members of the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation time and again during the past three 
months through refusing to sell their books 
to suspected agents and intermediaries, the 
loss was borne unflinchingly and we believe 
has in most cases been practically made good 
through other channels. Nor have we found 
so far as our investigations have reached, 








that publishers have attempted to take advan- 
tage of the net price system to raise prices, 
The question of series has presented the main 
difficulty; in most cases where the connec- 
tion of the books with previous issues ac- 
centuated a difference in price, the increase 
was due to valid and sufficient reasons, and 
would have been made irrespective of the 
operation of the net price system, While the 
inevitable increase in price in the few known 
cases called forth considerable adverse criti- 
cism, the reduction in price of other series and 
the lower pricing of other books, on the other 
hand, attracted less specific attention. We 
think it-will be found to be true that on all 
the books put out this fall the publishers’ net 
return is no greater than it would have been 
under the old system, or rather lack of sys- 
tem, while the advantage to the hockseller, 
morally as well as pecuniarily, has been a de- 
cided one. 

Having been inaugurated so auspiciously 
and maintained with such esprit de corps by 
the united trade, there is no reason why the 
measure should not survive, and why it should 
not at an early date be extended to cover fic- 
tion and thus be comprehensive. 


ANOTHER new post-office ruling has just 
come to hand. It reads as follows: 


IMPORTANT NEW POST OFFICE RULING, 


Dear Sir: The Post Office Officials at 
Washington, D. C., have just ruled that a 
subscription to any publication, entered as 
second-class matter, must be discontinued, 
when the time for which it is paid in ad- 
vance has expired. 

This is such a radical ruling and directly 
epposite to all law and previous rulings, that 
it means a complete change and revolution in 
the publishing business. This ruling will 
greatly reduce the circulation of nearly all 
papers and cause the withdrawal of many 
advertisements until a lower rate is put into 
effect. This vitally affects you, for it pro- 
hibits extending credit to your subscribers, 
and reduces your circulation and value to ad- 
vertisers. Any violation of this will deprive 
the publisher of his pound rate. 

Immediate and concerted action is neces- 
sary:

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OLDEST NOVELS IN THE WORLD. 


THE claims of China and India to have 
produced the oldest written literature of the 
world are now contested in favor of Egypt, 
whose defenders, armed with real texts and 
not merely hypotheses, claim to furnish proof 
that to Egypt belongs the honor of having 
cradled literature. The most recent of Egypt’s 
champions is Professor Ettore Pais, who a 
short time ago delivered a lecture on the sub- 
ject before the Philological Club, of Naples. 
According to a translation made for the 
Literary Digest, froma résumé of the lecture 
as published in Flegrea, Professor Pais chose 
as his subject “the romances which are found 
on many an Egyptian papyrus, and which are 
considered to be thirty centuries old at least. 
The Pharaohs kept story-tellers in permanent 
employ, whose duty it was to invent new 
stories, fairy tales, and tales of adventure as 
improbable as possible. We possess twenty 
such stories, found in the course of excava- 
tions made during the last ten years. There 
will be ere long, for modern readers, a volu- 
minous Egyptian literature of romance. Of 
the twenty novels already published, most be- 
long to the interval 2000 to 1000 B.c., (twelfth 
to eighteenth dynasty.) One of the latest of 
the novels treats of the chaste love between 
Ninus and Semiramis. In another novel, 
Sirene Parthenope and young Metiochos 
speak of love, and both deny that they have 
ever been its victim. Metiochos departs, as 
cold as he came; Parthenope observes that she 
is on the point. of loving him passionately. 

“The Egyptian novels are written ‘demoti- 
cally,’ in a handwriting the secrets of which 
are accessible only after years of study, and 
which, after the Tibetan handwriting, is cer- 
tainly the most difficult to decipher. Only 
after five years of persistent work did Mas- 
pero succeed in translating an Egyptian text 
that in any European language would fill 
twenty ordinary pages. The learned gentle- 
men who discovered these tales for a long 
time refused to consider them as mere fic- 
tion. It was their opinion that in the land of 
the Pharaohs everything must have been hier- 
archic. In the year 1846 an Egyptologist 
found in Thebes a pillar on which was re- 
lated that in the time of King Rameses It. 
(Sesostris) the Princess of Bakhtan was mo- 
lested by an evil spirit from whom she could 
be released only when the statue of the god 
Kohnson was banished temporarily. The sa- 
vant declared.that all that could be based only 
on historical fact, and Birch and Rougé shared 
his view. Not till the year 1883 did Erman 
prove clearly that the story was a mere ro- 
mance.” 





HAND-MADE PAPER. 


“To distinguish if a paper is hand or ma- 
chine-made,” according to the London Sta- 
tionery Trades Journal, “cut out pieces in a 
circular shape about three or four inches in 
diameter, and place them in a basin of water 
so that they float on the surface. The ma- 
chine-made paper will be found to curl up on 
two sides towards the middle, whereas in the 
hand-made paper the edge will turn up all 
round like the raised edge of a plate.” 


HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & CO.’S IM- 
PKOVEMENTS. 


Hovucuton, Mirrirn & Co., by the purchase 
of leases, have now obtained occupancy of the 
entire building at 4 Park Street, Boston, and 
are taking advantage of this opportunity to re- 
shape the arrangement of their publishing of- 
fices. The most important change is in the 
use of the front of the ground floor for a new 
feature which they call their “bookshop,” al- 
though it is not intended to be in competition 
with bookstores generally. Here is a pleasant 
room fitted like a library, with a fireplace with 
old-fashioned settles backing upon the show- 
window. The backs of these settles, in fact, 
form the backing of the show-window, in 
which special things as works of one author, 
with portrait, manuscripts, etc,, will be shown 
from time to time. The room is shelved to 
contain the publications of the house, clas- 
sified by subject, although the large number 
of volumes now on the Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co.’s list, approximating 3000, makes it im- 
possible to show everything thus placed in 
command. There is a “Poets’ Corner,” and 
other parts of the room are devoted to his- 
tory, biography, literature, etc., respectively. 
From time to time it is proposed to hold spe- 
cial exhibits in this room in connection with 
the works of special authors, or special edi- 
tions of book manufacture. 

Behind this room is a tiny white room, 
where editions de luxe or other special books 
can be examined at leisure. The middle part 
of the floor is used as the “pick-up” stock- 
room, where a couple of copies of any desired 
book can be instantly had, the stock being at 
once replaced from the bins arranged in the 
cellar below. The back room, which is well- 
lighted and pleasant, will be given up entirely 
to the subscription department, transferred 
from the floor above. 

By accommodating this department and the 
“pick-up” orders on this floor, room is ob- 
tained for effective changes above. The ad- 
vertising department will be removed from 
the third floor and brought into closer rela- 
tions with the publishing department, and 
needed space is thus obtained for other de- 
partments. 

The editorial offices remain on the third 
floor, as heretofore. The arrangements are 
bound to please, and will interest any of the 
trade who are visiting Boston. 





THOMAS HARDY’S FIRST BOOK. 


“DESPERATE REMEDIES” is known as Mr. 
Thomas Hardy’s first book, and yet in the list 
of his works given in “Who’s Who” there oc- 
curs first “A Short Story.” This has puzzled 
quite a few bibliographers; but the fact is that 
this “Short Story,” though written before 
“Desperate Remedies.” was never published. 
The exact title was “The Poor Man and the 
Lady,” and part of it was afterwards incor- 
porated in another tale. In connection with 
his second volume of Wessex poems, “Poems 
of the Past and the Present,” just published 
by Harper & Brothers, it may be interesting 
to observe that if the young Hardy had had 
his way with the publishers his first book 
would have been poetry, 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


Jupce Davin McApam, of the New York 
Supreme Court, and the author of “Land- 
lord and Tenant,” “Marine Court Practice,” 
“Terms of Court,” “McAdam on the Stillwell 
Act,” and “McAdam on Names,” died on the 
23d inst. He was born in New York in 1838. 


Leoprotpt ILLFELDER, for many years a mem- 
ber of the firm of B. Illfelder & Co., of New 
York, and one of the pioneers of the lead pen- 
cil industry in this country, died on the &th 
inst. at his home in Fuerth, Bavaria. He 
was born in Schwabach, Bavaria, December 
25, 1809, and located in Fuerth when thirteen 
years old. Here he established in 1844 the 
firm of Leopoldt Illfelder & Co. in the com- 
mission export business. In 1865 he and 
his associate, the late Daniel Berolzheimer, 
built the first lead pencil factory in Germany 
whose product was manufactured by steam 
machinery, adopting the “Eagle” as their 
trade-mark. An American branch was formed 
which subsequently was incorporated as the 
Eagle Pencil Company. In 1869 the firm of 
Illfelder, Richards & Co., importers of sta- 
tionery, was formed, which afterwards was 
succeeded by B. Illfelder & Co., when Mr. 
Richards took charge of the stationery de- 
partment of the American News Company. 


WILLIAM ELLERY CHANNING, the last sur- 
viving nephew of the great Unitarian preacher 
and the last of the brotherhood, including 
Thoreau, Hawthorne and Emerson, that made 
Concord famous, died at Concord, Mass., 
December 23. He was born in Boston, 
June 10, 1818. He attended school at North- 
ampton, the Boston Latin School, where he 
had Charles Sumner for an instructor, and at 
Harvard, but was not graduated. In 1839 
he went to Illinois, afterward settling at Cin- 
cinnati, where he was connected with The 
Gasette. In 1842 he returned to Concord. 
From 1844-’45 he was on the editorial staff 
of the New York Tribune and from 1855-56 
he was one of the editors of the New Bedford 
Mercury. He was the author of the follow- 
ing works, in verse—‘Poems,” 1843-47, “The 
Woodman,” “The Wanderer,” “Near Home,” 
“Eliot,” and “John Brown;” in prose— 
“Youth of the Poet and Painter,” “Thoreau, 
the poet-naturalist,” and “Conversations in 
Rome Between an Artist, a Catholic and a 
Critic.” 

Mrs. JANE CUNNINGHAM CROoLy, widely 
known by her pen name “Jenny June,” died 
on the 23d inst. at her home in New York 
City. Mrs. Croly was born in Market Har- 
borough, Eng., December 19, 1829. Her fami- 
ly came to the United States when she was 
nine years old, and most of her years were 
spent in New York. In 1856 she married 
David G. Croly, a well-known newspaper man, 
who died in 1889. She began to write at an 
early age. For twenty-seven years, from 1860- 
1887, she was editor of Demarest’s Magazine ; 
after that she was connected with a number of 
magazines and journals, among them Godey’s, 
Home-Maker, and Democratic Review. She 
was the founder of Sorosis in 1868, and from 
that time until her death took the liveliest 
interest in the development of “woman’s 
sphere” through organization. Two years 
ago she met with an accident that severely 


crippled her. She published the following: 
“Talks on Women’s Topics,” “For Better or 
Worse,” “Cookery Book for Young Begin- 
ners,” and “History of the Woman’s Club 
Movement in America.” 





THE NATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ 
BUREAU, 


THe NATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ BUREAU, of 
Chicago, which has been active during the 
past three months in the opposition to the 
rulings against second-class mail matter, has 
been organized to secure for its members and 
newspapers and periodicals represented by such 
members, such advantages as may be better 
obtained through concerted action than by in- 
dividual efforts, and generally to promote the 
interests of its members. A part of the object 
for which the bureau exists is to “secure uni- 
form and fair treatment to the members, and 
the newspapers and periodicals which they 
represent, in their rights in and to the United 
States mail service, co-operating for that pur- 
pose so far as possible with the post-office 
authorities of the government.” 

The president of the bureau is General C. 
H. Howard, of the Farm and Fireside, with 
headquarters at 500 Masonic Temple, Chi- 
cago; secretary, W. W. Burch. of the Ameri- 
can Sheep Breeder, 182 Ontario Street, Chi- 
cago; treasurer, B. F. Cobb, of the Radford 
Review, 234 Fifth Avenue, Chicago; and the 
following vice-presidents: Wilmer Atkinson, 
Ferm Journal, Philadelphia; Ormond G. 
Smith, of Street & Smith, New York; Col- 
onel Frederick C, Pierce, Chicago IJnter- 
Ocean; N. D. Thompson, of the N. D. 
Thompson Publishing Co., St, Louis, Mo.; 
J. H. Neff, Daily Drovers’ Telegram, Kansas 
City, Mo.; and Joe Mitchell Chapple, Na- 
tional Magazine, Boston, Mass. The follow- 
ing members of the trade are represented on 
committees: F. M. Lupton, P. F. Collier, 
Patrick Farrelly, W. B, Conkey. and John H.

DouBLeDaAy, Pace & Co. will shortly advance 
the price of their “Variorum and Definitive 
Edition” of Edward FitzGerald. The work as 
announced some time ago, to be edited in 
seven volumes by George Bentham with a 
preface by Edmund Gosse, is in several lim- 
ited editions, and the sale of nearly all of the 
better sets some weeks before the publication 
of the first volume, has made it seem advisable 
to take immediate advantage of the right 
which the publishers reserve to increase the 
price, from time to time, as the demand for 
the work increases. 


ALTHOUGH the Baker & Taylor Co. has put 
forth a third edition of “The Salt-Box 
House,” this time with illustrations and in 
gift book form, the title is still a matter of 
some speculation. It has been bought for 
everything from a doll’s house story to a 
novel. The book is really a sketch of colonial 
life as lived in an old Connecticut house 
as is told by the sub-title. It is not a record 
of husking bees and barn raisings but an in- 
timate account of the day to day life. The 
title comes because this familiar shape of 
house, two stories in front and one behind, 
built to avoid extra taxes to the crown, re- 
sembled closely the salt box on the mantel. 


AN interesting illustration of the enterprise 
of the Oxford University Press may be men- 
tioned in connection with the publishing of 
the “George Prince of Wales Prayer-Book.” 
As soon as it was known that the ancient title, 
the Prince of Wales, had been revived, early 
on the morning of the King’s birthday, it be- 
came necessary to amend the various prayers 
for the Royal Family. These alterations 
having been made, the new Accession Ser- 
vice, for which the royal warrant was issued 
shortly before noon on the same day, Novem- 
ber 9, had to be included; yet well printed 
and bound copies of the New Prayer-Book 
were delivered to the King and Queen, and 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, in the 
course of the evening at Sandringham; the 
volumes being graciously accepted. 


Mrs. EL1zABetH WELLS GALLUP’s remarka- 
ble book, “The Bi-literal Cypher of Sir Francis 
Bacon,” first published in 1899 at Detroit, by 
the Howard Publishing Company, for private 
circulation, has been brought out in an‘ edi- 
tion for the trade by Gay & Bird of London 
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and is extensively reviewed among others by 
W. H. Mallock in The Nineteenth Century 
for December and in the London Publishers’ 
Circular for December 14. Mrs, Gallup claims 
to have discovered statements made by Bacon, 
in cipher, that he “emploi’d” the names of 
Greene, Peele, Spencer, Marlowe and Shake- 
speare as “our masque or vizard,” in order 
“that we should remayne unknowne, inasmuch 
as we having worked in drama, history that 
is most vig’rously suppres’t, have put our- 
selfe soe greatly in danger that a word unto 
Queene Elizabeth, without doubt, would give 
us a sodaine horrible end—an exit without 
re-entrance—for in truth she is author and 
preserver of this our being. We, by men 
call’d Bacon, are sonne of the sov’raigne, 
Queene Elizabeth, who when confined i’ the 
Tow’r, married Ro D.” [Robert, the Earle of 
Essex. ] 


Beny. H. SAnzorn & Company, Boston, 
will publish early next year, an “Atlas of 
the Geography and History of the’ Ancient 
World.” It will contain forty-eight maps and 
plans. of the lands around the Mediterranean 
and of those lying to the north of it, showing 
their geographical divisions and the historical 
movements connected with them. Beginning 
with a map of the distribution of the early 
races, it will exhibit in detail the different 
countries in their historical relations. Egypt, 
Palestine, the kingdoms of the Medes and Per- 
sians, those of Alexander and his successors, 
the changes in the peoples and governments of 
the lands about the A=gean, as well as in those 
of Italy, the successive wars of Rome with 
Carthage and her struggle with the northern 
peoples, will be represented in a series of 
maps. There will also be many supplemen- 
tary maps of small but important sections and 
of important cities. They also have in press 
a “Medizval and Modern History,” by George 
E. Fellows, of the University of Chicago, to 
be published in parts, beginning with Part 2 
of the work; also, “Essentials of Chemistry 
for Secondary Schools,” by John C. Hessler 
and Albert H. Smith, which was first an- 
nounced under the title of “Modern Chemis- 
try.”
